‘The directors approved a pro- 
gram looking to.the establishment 
of a research program that would 
Sad new uses for Florida ma- 
terials in industry and wider 
markets “for manufactured pro- 
ducts, 

Establishment of a dairy labara- 
tory at the university also Was 
recommended by the directors as a 
WPA project to benefit the dairy- 
ing industry which was expected 
to develop rapidly after the eradi- 
cation of the cattle tick in Florida. 

“The state is now about 95 per- 
cent free of ticks,” said Ralph G. 
Grassfleld, secretary, “and daly- 
ing and cattle raising will gain 
great momentum in’ the next few 
years. One big problem that has 
to be overcome, however, is a sea- 
sonal peak and slump. Dairies 
build up their production to meet 
winter demands and find them- 
selves with a surplus in the surg- 
mer. A laboratory might help to 
solve thix problem by developing 
uses: for dairy, products’ and it 
would also produce new leaders: in 
the dajming industry.” | f p;
